strike. 

.Nationalization, Lewis told the 
committee la the Inevitable remedy 
for tbe ills of the coal altuatlon, which, 
he said, 4he operatora have rofuaed. to 

remedy. »^ 

"The mineworkers." said Lewis 
"have been waiting, with ever-growing 
Impatience, for many yeara, hoping to 
be able to detect some signs that the 
operators were awakening to tbe real- 
ization of their duties. But so far 
.icthlng has been accomplished 

"And so it is that the mineworkers 
say there now seems to be no hope ex- 
cept through nationalization. .No rem- 
edy has been offered by the oi)erators 
and, in default of any other remedy, 
the mineworkers seriously suggest 
that the government take over and 
operate the mines. 

"We do not do this through any mla- 
chevious or wanton spirit. We have no 
desire to advocate Irredemlabie steps 
In any direction. But we see that It 
is ineritatble th^t aooner or later, the 
government must tatke the step of 
nattlonallratlon, because wo have 
given up all hope of relief from the 
operators and, convinced as we are 
that It la a atep in the right direction, 
we urge Its oonslderatl<m upon Con- 
ftreas. 

"If the owners will not set their 
house in order the public must step in 
uid enforce order because, in a democ- 
racy such as ihis. no set of men, 
whether i': the r^'nks of labor or of 
capittal, can bs allowed permanenttiy 
to maintain a public nuisance."

Washington; D. C. — - "There seems 
to l>e an impression In Europe, shared 
by some editors In thet United Stattes 
that Secretary Hughes exhibited a 
lack of dlplomnlic tatct In proscntiiiR 
tlie claim of IIiIh country for reim- 
bnrsemeiit of the cost of maintaining 
the .\mcrican army on the Rhine," 
says the Hepiibliran Publicity Associ- 
ation, throuph Its President, Hon. 
Jonathan Bourne, Jr. "The view i? 
tatken that the American .ibserver 
present at the meeting of tthe allied 
finance ministers waited until they 
had reached an agreement tor a divi- 
sion of the first billion gold marks re- 
ceived from Qormany, and then step- 
ped In with a demand of priority ofr 
the American claim of $241,000,000. 

"Well, let us see. The American 
claim for payment of tthe costs of the 
American army of occupation was 
based orlKlnally on the terms of the 
.Vrmistlce of November 11. ll'ls 
which sai'! tliat ''lerman territory wan 
to be occupied by the Allied and I'nlt- 
I .I Slates forriM Jointly ' It was then 
stipulated that 'the niikeep of tin 
troops shall bo charsed to M:e Cer- 
mnn govejnmfnt' Later the Versail- 
les treaty provided that out of repara- 
tions 'the expenses of the armies of 
oceupartion shall first be met.' The 
I I'nited States did not become a party 
to that treaty, but under tthe terms of 
I the separate treaty between this coun- 
, try and Beriln the United SUtes 'ex- 
pressly reserves all righta, privileges, 
indemnlUes. reparations, or advant- 
aces to which It became entitled un- 
der thee terms of the armistice, or 
i which, under the Treaty of Versailles, 

have 1 n stipnlatetd for its lienefiL' 

Our trnnpii were left in Cerm.m tcrri 
tory at the nri;pnt r-qiicst of Rnpland 
and France on the plea tliat American 
troops \wiilil be more elTcctlve llian 
alllcil forcc-s in nri'-crvinu peace 
Those nattions then agreed to see the 
United Stattes reimbursed, 

"It may he said that the Hughes dc 
mand should have boon directed to 
nermany. But he was confronted with 
a state of affairs, Germany can make 
no financial move except with the 
consent of the allies, who are on the 
ground with their reparations com- 
mission Every bit of war Indemnity 
goes Ihrouph that eommlBSion. We 
have no disposition to find fanl with 
that arraiiL-' iiiiMit lonu as It doe.s 
not Infringe upon American riphts 
under tthe nerlin Treaty. When tho 
commission does interfere with those 
rights, It Is the duty ot the Soorotoary 
of StaU to protect them. 

"Now, as to the abruptness of Mr 
Hughes' action. The fact is that he 
strained diplomatic practice to the 
limit In giving the allied ministers op- 
portunity to take cognisance of the 
American claim without the necessity 
of any reminder from Washington. T'p 
to thet very last minute, when the 
agreement for division of the rejiara- 
tions iinyniont was about to be slpned 
Mr. Hnphcs remained silent, but when 
It became apparent tliat tliel I'nited 
States was to bo ignored entirely ho 
stepped in and recalled to tho minds 
of the ministers tho stipulations 
which should have governed their ac- 
ttlons. Even then theer was no InslBi- 
enee on immediate paymentt, hnt only 
on an oflloial recognition ot the Amer- 
ican cteim. 

"This whole incident Is but another 
inanttostatlon of ttbe desire ot certain 
foreign ministers to shut thet United

tory won In 1918. What this counlrj' 
has done In Ihte way o fmoney leant, 
and supplies sent to tlho devnstnttcd 
legions since the war Is Sufnclon^ 
proof that thet rnited Statte.^ lias no 
irrasplng proclivities.

— Threo-tourtbs of 
thet pullets batched aannally in Ken- 
tucky grow into undeveloped hona and 
poor layers Urgely because the ration 
fed thetm while they are young» lacks 
protein, pcultrymen at the College of 
Agriculture say. This can be correct- 
ed if thte chicks are ^Iven all thet sour 
skim milk or buttermilk that they 
can drink or have a dry mas-i avail- 
able at al Itimes contatliiing from ten 
lo twenty per cent, meat acrap or 
tanknue that is lio per cent, protein, 
they say. nurins thte first two months 
the mash also should contain from 
live to ten yer cent, bone meal, It was 
added. 

SuRpestlons given by thet poultry- 
men on chick feeding include reeom- 
mendatloiiE tto withhold feed until the 
chicks are at least 48 hours old, to 
avoid ovfu-feodlng, to food only fresh 
' lean feeds and to get tho chicks on 
Hu t ground as soon as weather per- 
mits. 

"After the first feed of milk, any 
Lood commercial chick grain or a 
-rain mi.xture made of equal parts of 
llnely ground cracked corn, wheat and 
•eel cut oats fan be added" J. R. 
.-^mvth said. 'It is best to feed this 
mixture five finies a day In .imounts 
that the chicks will clean up In ir> 
minutes. 

"During the second week, the same 
;;raln mixtture fed three limes a week 

bould be continued and a dry mash 
added to the chick feed. Any good 
commercial chick mash or a home 
made mixture of 20 pounds of shorts. 
20 pounds of com meal, one and a half 
pounds of charcoal, eight pounds of 
bone meal and 13 pounds of sifted 
n.cat scrap may be used. 

'About tthe seventh week the grain 
mixture may be changed to a coarser 
one and by the twelfth week, tho chick 
should be able to eat tthe same size 
•Train being fed to laying hens. During 
'ho second to twelfth weeks, ihp mash 

Iiould be kept before the chiclts at all 
limes In a self-feeder or hopper and 
the birds given AS much milk as they 
can drink."
